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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim(s) 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Inoue et al. 
(6,037,567) in view of Ichikawa et al. (5,266,930). Inoue et al. discloses all of the limitations of 
the claim(s) except for a lever angle sensor. Ichikawa et al. discloses the presence of a lever 
angle sensor. See col. 11, lines 30-36 Hence, one skilled in the art would find it obvious to 
modify the system of Inoue et al. to include the lever angle sensor of Ichikawa et al. for the 
purpose of more precise heater control. See 27 of Inoue et al. for the engine control part. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Inoue et al. It is 
well-known in the art of HVAC to design a switch for removing an electric current which 
remains at the solenoid coil after cutting off the signal generated from the relay. Thus, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to incorporate the features of a switch for 
removing an electric current which remains at the solenoid coil after cutting off the signal 
generated from the relay into the system of Inoue et al. for the purpose of circuit protection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention.

Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claim 4 recites the limitation "the first and second magnetic conduit controllers" in line 
2. Claim 5 recites the limitation "the first and second magnetic conduit controller spring" in line 
2. Claim 6 recites the limitation "the first and second conduit guide pin springs" and "the first 
and second guide pins" in line 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the 
claims. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 2 and 3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. Claims 8-10 are allowed.
